On the War Path. 


~~ From one end of the country to the other, 
wherever the public press has spoken on the 
subject, there seems to be an entire unanim- 
ity of opinion that the policy heretofore puf- 
sued by the Government relatiye to the Indians 
has been not only inefficient, but absolutely 
suicidal. While the War Department, through 
its offloers, has sought to chastise and hold in 
check the hostile tribes, the Interior Depart- 
ment, through its agents, has been trying to 
conciliate the savages by presents, and the 
distribution of such harmless things as guns 
and pistols of the latest pattern, and plenty of 
ammunition. 

The prospect of a general Indian war on 
the plains this sumnfer has aroused the press 
to the importance of doing something, and 
changing our ridiculous tacties. Generals 
Sherman and Grant have unqualifiedly ex- 
pressed the opinion that, if the old system is 
to be continuéd, the troops had better be 
aljogether withdrawn, and let the red men’ 
and the Interior Department have full, unin- 

The bill befere Congress, transferring the 
whole subject of Indian Affairs to the War 
Department, meets almost universal support. 
To the old States, the subject is of little other 

importance than that it affects the 


al 


interests of their fellow citizens of the new 
States and Territories; but to the people of 
the latter it is one of vital moment. But, as 
in almost every other case of an acknowledged 
evil, legislators are very apt to be suddenly 
a:oused to the importance of the snbject, and 
disposed to go a little too fast. They require 
a little restraining. For instance, we notice 
that a Mr. Tennant has introduced into the 
Nevada Legislature a set of resolutions pro- 
posing a great many things to ‘meet the 
emergency.” Not content with simply in- 
dorsing the Congressional bill to transfer the 
Indian Bureau to the War Department, and 
leave the soldiers to deal with the savages, 
the resolutions ask Congress to withdraw the 
troops, turn the whole frontier loose, and pay 
auybody and everybody a certain price for 
every scalp broughtin. The principle (if we 
may be pardoned for using that term. in this 
. eonnection,) on which the resolutions pro- 
ceed is, that we should ‘‘fight the devil with 
fire,” and that other exploded fallacy that 
he end justifies the meaus.” 

While we do not profess to have that senti- 
mental regard for ‘‘poor Lo!” which has been 
the great mistake of our Indian policy, or any 
especial leaving of any kind for him, we have 
some little regard left for our national reputa- 


¢.on and respect for our own boasted civiliza- 


tion. Barbarism is not the less barbaric, be- 
cause perpetrated by the enlightened and civ- 


that somebody else didit. Because Smith 
in bis dealings with us makes a blackguard 
of himself, does not justify us in acting the 
blackguard towards him. Not that we respect 
- Smith the less, but ourselves the more. Be- 
canse the Sioux and Diggers are savages and 
butchers, is no reason, either logically or 
morally, why we should become savages and 
butchers. But, perhaps happily, all man- 
kind don’t think alike on any given subject.

Washington, March 11. 


In the Senate, Wilson presented a petition 


from over eight hundred citizens of Alexan- 
dria, Va., asking that that city be annexed to 
the District.of Columbia, Referred.

Sumner introduced a bill providing for the

Cragin introduced a bill authorizing the 


settlement of claims of officers, seamen and 
marines of the Navy, who served on the Pa- 
cific coast, for extra pay under the Naval Ap- 
propriation b ills of August, 1852, and March, 
1853. Referred. 


‘Wilson o“fered a resolution instructing the 


Judiciary Committee to inquire whether the 
sale of unarmed and unmanned vessels by 
Amevican citizens to. belligerent Powers is 
now lawful, and whether the right to make 
such sales can be secured by legislation, and 


to report by bill or otherwise. Agreed to. 
Sumner called up the resolution introduced 


by him on Thursday, declaring certain further 
guarantees required previous to the restora- 


tion of the rebel States.
